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numbers of unemployed, and his concern is that those ac¬ 
tually in need of work should get the work and the pay. 
A statement of the actual number of men absorbed in the 
various relief enterprizes, then scale of pay, living condi¬ 
tions. etc., would go far.to establish u confidence that the 
government js on the alert. 

For instance there are rumors circulating vaguely, re¬ 
garding the work on the Calgary trail near DeWinton.One 
hears criticisms of various sorts, and it would-be very re¬ 
assuring-if the people in this community could have exact 
information. A few questions rise in everyone’s mind. 
Who is the contractor, what is the job he has contracted 
for and what is he getting. If the project is far farm 
relief, how many farmers are employed with their teams. 
Who are the other men employed and why? What is the 
scale of pay, and what are men and teams paying for 
board? This work comes within the observation of this 
district, and every fact about it is of importance. The 
facts regarding similar undertakings in other parts of 
the province are of paramount interest, and the govern¬ 
ment can best'satisfy that interest by candor. ■ 

Similarly in other departments of government, anything 
that is being done or attempted, in securing markets for 
Alberta products, in encouraging industries to utilize 
home products, in advancing Alberta’s stability in any 
way—all should be told freely. 

Silence may be golden, unddk some circumstances, but 
silence at present permits unsettling depressing rumors 
to gain foothold. For this reason tnere is need for a frank 
statement, regarding all government enterprises.

U. S. Consul S. Reat In his report 
for the quarter ending September 30, 
records a marked increase in Alber¬ 
ta’s exports to U.S., a decrease in 
many business lines and an encourag¬ 
ing wheat situation. 

Comparing conditions with the cor¬ 
responding quarter of 1930, he finds a 
decrease in the principal lines of be¬ 
tween 35 per cent, and 45 per cent. 
The drug trade however, ' reports a 
decline of only 15 per cent. 

There has been a decline in lumber 
and building material of 49Vi per 
cent. 

The wholesale trade in dry goods 
shows a shrinkage of 35 per cent,

From here and there comes word of Canadians who 
have been living and working in United States, but who 
are now experiencing the cold shoulder, and are expect¬ 
ing to see their jobs taken from them on short notice. The 
story is tol<1 that Seattle has experienced a revulsion of 
feeling against “foreign hockey players”—meaning us. 

There hai'e been many instances also of the discharge 
of Canadian employees from American firms. 

Under present, circumstances, this is quite understand¬ 
able, and it is foolish to feel rancor on the subject. While 
Americans are unemployed, it is not in line with the pol¬ 
icy of that intensely loyal country, to permit foreigners 
to hold jobs which home talent might fill. 

To what extent Canada has adopted or is adopting the 
same policy is not generally known. No doubt there are 
many Americans filling positions in various capacities in 
Canada, who might be fired and replaced by Canadians. 

On the other hand this policy can be carried too far, un¬ 
der present stress and can create a quite unnecessary bit¬ 
terness of feeling. An American who has lived in Cana¬ 
da for several years and performed good service, scarcely 
deserves to be cut off unceremoniously because of his na¬ 
tionality. He should at least be given an opportunity for 
naturalization, and it seems only fair that the same con¬ 
sideration should be shown Canadians who have made 
their home in the States. This matter of naturalization 
is something often postponed carelessly, unless Some-

NOT SUFFICIENT 
FEED AND BREED 


Canadian Farmers Failing to Rise to 
Chances for Export Eggs and Bacon 


In a special article to the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald from Ottawa it is 
pointed out that Canadian farmers 
have not apparently taken advantage 
of all opportunities to “feed and 
breed,” as an offset to agricultural 
depression. *■ 

"A clarion call was issued a year 
ago, to make use of grain via the 
livestock route. This would involve 
more labor but good returns. 

The call to the farmer became more 
insistent when it. was learnt that the 
British markets were short of . the 
popular Canadian bacon and Cana¬ 
dian shippers could not supply it. It 
could not be got. 

So the cry went forth that the far¬ 
mers of Canada should rally to the 
call of “feed and breed” and soon. 
Canadian badon, eggs and meats of 
all kinds would be known wherever 
such food is relished and much mon¬ 
ey from the sale wouhl come pouring 
into Canadian coffers. 

In August, which is the last official 
record issued, the total export of ba¬ 
con, ham and such like, was 353,390 
pounds. That Ts a little less tjian the 
July export, while in August a year 
ago, it was 1,369,000 pounds. We 
dropped to a quarter of our export. 

And there is not much comfort to 
be derived from an examination of 
the pork in cold storage. On Septem¬ 
ber 1 it stood at 20,445.000 pounds 
which is 28 per cent, less than the av¬ 
erage of the last five years. The av¬ 
erage holding is 28,484,000 pounds. 

It is true that our butter exports 
have increased greatly. The -monthly 
export has risen from 135,700 pounds 
a year ago to 1,627,007 pounds, but 
the export of cheese has dropped in 
the last 12 months over six million 
pounds. Our increase in the export 
of butter in the year was 5,500,000 
pounds. h 

It has to be borne in mind however 
that we imported a vast amount of 
New Zealand butter, so that we have 
not made the advance that was anti¬ 
cipated. 

In the 12 months ending August, 
1930, we exported 1,096,313 dozen of 
eggs, a miserable enough perform¬ 
ance for Canadian hen yards, but in 
the 12 months ending this August we 
only exported 446,307 dozens. There 
are about two million dozen more in 
cold storage than usual, and perhaps 
the reports of the fall months will 
show a betterment. , 

Here is what a governmental auth¬ 
ority says: “It is sad to relate that we 
have not m Canada as many swine as 
they have in Poland, not more than 
about a seventh of the sheep they 
have in the United Kingdom and the 
North of Ireland, and not anything 
like as many cattle as they raise in 
South Africa. This is a farming coun¬ 
try. We ought to get busy. The 
fewness of sheep' in Canada is a dis¬ 
grace.” .

“ The fart that none of the Sas¬ 
katchewan cities have granted gas 
franchises assures a ihg enough mar¬ 
ket to make it a profitable venture for 
any gas company with an adequate 
supply of gas. 

“Any. person would lie a pessimist 
who would doubt that there is nbi 
sufficient gas in Turner \ alley, pos¬ 
sibly supplemental in time by gas 
from other fields, to supply the needs 
of the Saskatchewan cities for an in¬ 
definite period.” 

’The Power Corporation of Canada

.Saskatchewan, but it has withdrawn. 


WHAT ABOUT 

TELEPHONES 



—-The Cardston News contributes a 
few thoughts on telephone conditions 
prevailing through the province. The 
answer to the numbers of telephones 
being taken out. is in the opinion of 
the Cardston paper, a reduction in 
telephone rates. 

His arguments are worthy of con¬ 
sideration : 

“The hello girl at Cardston’s cen¬ 
tral told us. during the day’s calling 
‘that phone has been taken out,’ at 
least six times. That was since the 
first of October. Apparently people 
in town have discovered that it costs 
too much to talk over the phone. And 
it does. The telephone staff is idle 
as compared to normal times, and the 
first thing we know there is going to 
be some more unemployment, foi 
half the staff will have be laid off. 

“Why would it not be bettor for 
the Alberta government to reduce the 
cost of the telephone service, in keep 
ing with the reduction of all otliet. 
goods and service, and especially ir. 
keeping with the prices'obtained foi 
farm produce in this an agricultural 
district, than to add to the unemploy¬ 
ment which already exists? 

“Telephone rental costs have been 
too high, and have not com" down 
along with other prices. People want 
the telephone service and would keep 
their phones installed if the price 
were reasonable. Better for govern¬ 
ment revenue to get half price foi 
double the number of users than to 
keep on charging the half of that 
number increased rates in order to 
make the business pay. 

“Surely the Alberta government 
can see this poiht, and, instead of in¬ 
creasing the costs to the few, and at 
the same time increasing the unem¬ 
ployment, reduce the costs to all. 
take up a campaign for everybody to 
use the telephone, just as they do to 
advertise for the use of the long dis¬ 
tance phone, and at the same time 
have reduced the costs of this long 
distance service in keeping with the 
patronage they obtain. Telephone 
service, like every other service ought 
to be on a volume basis, and the 
greater the number of phones, the 
lesser the individual costs, possibly 
not in direct ratio, but at least in pro 
portion with the other fixed costs in¬ 
volved.”

In looking through the back files 
of The Times, the issue of October 
20, 1914, gives the estimated revenue 
of the Provincial Government for 
1915. This totals $8,952,062 with an 
estimated expenditure of $7,775,095. 

In the budget forecast presented by 
Hon. R. Reid in February 1931, the 
estimated 1931-32 revenue for the 
province is $17,234,457.17, with an es¬ 
timated expenditure of $17,624,798. 
Mr. Reid anticipated a deficit for 
March ’32 of about $387,000 and sug¬ 
gested that there might be a larger 
deficit in March ’31. 

Premier Brownlee announces a de¬ 
ficit for this year of $2,306,581. 

It would be strange if any govern¬ 
ment functioned this year without a 
deficit. Revenue has fallen below an¬ 
ticipations, demands have been great 
er than anticipation. 

But the revenue of the province 
has almost doubled between the 
years 1914 and 1931, which proves 
that the people are paying for all the 
facilities which they demand or which 
are considered good for them. 

Certainly road conditions have im 
proved greatly since 1914. There has 
been heavy expenditure on highways 
and no one would willingly revert to 
the ups and downs of travel in 1914. 

Other modern benefits, do not come 
so quickly to mind. There have no 
doubt been great advances in hospi¬ 
tals and health, mothers’ pensions, 
old age pensions and the like. • No 
doubt this greatly increased revenue 
means increased services of many 
sorts. But it- also means greatly in¬ 
creased taxation. Whether any of 
Jhe new services could be suspended 
without disorganizing the whhle ma¬ 
chinery is a question. Almost every¬ 
one feels he could get along nicely 
with far fewer inspectors and offic¬ 
ials, but possibly even these are neces 
sary for the “enforcing” of the bene¬ 
fits which we now enjoy. 

In these times when taxes are hard 
tQ raise, the average individual is 
apt to contrast the conditions of 1914 
and those of the present, and to dal¬ 
ly with the thought of where he 
wbuld economize in the burdensome 
business of government.
